HE Parents' National Educational Union was founded 


in 1887 in response to a demand from thoughtful 


parents. It grew out of their desire to study the laws 
which govern habit and the principles upon which to 
select ideas that inspire and educate, their desire to know 
how to deal with hereditary tendencies and how to give 
intelligent supervision and guidance to the development of 
their children's whole nature— physical, mental, moral and 
spiritual. 

The Union aims at giving opportunities for the study of 
Educational problems, and a meeting ground for inter- 
course between parents, teachers, and all who are interested 
in Education. It offers to its members a unique theory 
and practice of education (evolved by Miss Mason) which 
are found to be very acceptable and successful both in 
families and schools of every Grade, The two functions 
in Education (as it is understood by the Union), are the 
presentation of ideas and the formation of habits. These 
two, it will be seen, are the chief means at our disposal 
for the modification of character. 

The Central Principles are : — - i. That a religious 
basis of work be maintained. 2, That the series of 
addresses and other means employed by the Union shall 
be so arranged as to deal with Education under the follow- 
ing heads; (a) Physical ; (h) Mental; (*■) Moral; and 
(d) Religious. 3. 1 'hat arrangements concerning Lectures, 
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etc., be made with a view to^the ^Two'rk of the Union be 
arranged toTelp parents of all classes.

from the ages of six to eighteen, on the methods and 
principles advanced by the P.N.E.U. 

The Parents’ Union School, a plan devised for 
introducing regular school work and school training into 
Home Schoolrooms. Children are classified according to 
their powers. A time table and syllabus of work is set for 
each term in six forms (ages, six to eighteen), and at the 
end of the term the pupils receive Examination papers, 
by which the work done by each child is tested. The 
syllabus contains lists of the books to be used for each 
subject, and the number of pages to be studied, together 
wit suggestions for Nature work, Brush-drawing, Music,
